.n Important Factor iu Most Atmospheric 


Phenomena, 


When a ray ot sunlight fulls through an 
pcitiue Into a darkened room It is rendered 
IslWo as far as It extends.

Is not the ray uf light, but the 
article* of floating dust rendered visible by It. 
t might appear, at first glance, that the part 
laycd by dust particles lii nature in ot no great 
clentillc or genera) interest; as a matter of 
aci, however, they play a very Important role 
)ust Is an important factor In almost ever) 
hcnouicnon of the earth's atmosphere, li 
lie Uret place it Is due to tho dust that tho 
euvcns anj blue. When we lift our eyes to 
ho vaulted arch above, us we seo tuullght re 
lectcd by every particle of dust; there Is noth 
ng but the dust between 115 and the sun to 
raiifcuiil its light to us. J.lght traverses al 
gases, no matter what their chemical coinpo-

The surface of tbe 
earth itself, the trees, ttc houses, along with 
man and beast, would be the only objects on 
which tlie vapor could condense, and these 
would begin to drip whenever the air was 
cooled suflklen'ly.

of nature, measures have txcn taken to connl 
the particles in a given space. In London 
anil in I'afis, at the surface, a cubic centime- 
ter has been found to contain nearly a i,uar- 
tcr of a milliou purliclcs; on the top nt tiie 
Kiffcl Tnwer tiu-rc arc about half as many, 
while In the high Alps there are only aboui 
OiiO particles to the centimeter. A great den 
of the dust at high altitudes is cosmic dust, 
consisting, like tKe meteorites, of carbon ant 
iron.— [Die {ttirtcDlaubc, condensed by the 
Literary Digest.
